The result had 
been that the cost of sickness benefit had 
increased substantially. 

COST OF SICKNESS BENEFIT, 

In 1924 the cost of sickness benefits per head 
of the insured population was 20s. ; in 1925 it 
increased to 20s. 8d.; in 1926 to 24s. Thus, 
the imerease in the cost of sickness benefit 
in two years was over 20 per cent.. He was 
afraid 1927 would show a still further ad 
vance in cost. The society, of which he was 
an official, had had slightly better results. 
In 1924 the cost was 19s. 114d. per member; 
in 1925 19s. O}d.; in 1926 21s. 6.85d. 

The actual increase in money paid in the 
Free State for all societies in 1924 was 
£450,000; in 1925, £465,000; in 1926, 
£540,000, an increase in 1926 over 1924 of 
£90,000. ‘This increase was a gross imposi- 
tion on the ratepayers, and a flagrant wrong 
to the insured members. In his opinjon, it 
was due more to the spread of malingering 
than to an actual increase in sickness. 

Both in Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land social reform had been advanced con- 
siderably beyond anything even attempted in 
the Free State. Old age pensions were 
granted on a more liberal scheme, with con- 
tributory pensions for imsured persons and 
their wives at 65 vears. This was already in 
operation in Great Britain, and would come 
into operation in Northern Ireland in the 
new year. In Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland they also had a scheme for, widows 
and orphans. The school children in 
Northern Ireland were better looked after hy 
the Government than in the Free State. 

MEDICAL SERVICES. 

A Committee of Inquiry was set up in the 
Free State to inquire into the question of 
medical services. It recommended the. incor- 
poration of the poor law and the Irish 
medical services into one system at a cost 
which would be, in round figures, £1,500,000 ; 
but, as a set off, it must be remembered 
that not far short of £900,000 would be 
saved by the abolition of the present medica! 
services under the Poor Law Boards. 

By increasing the contributions of the 
employers and employed by a couple of pence 
per insured person there would be a further 
set-off of £140,000; so that the entire medical 
services recommended under a State medical 
system would cost the country in all about 
£460,000 more than under the present un- 
satisfactory and defective scheme. He be 
lieved that in a few years such a scheme 
would be an actual saving to the State. The 
improvement in the health of the people 
would mean more regular employment for the 
workers, while the State and the societies 
would have to pay less for sick benefits. 
He thought it was time the approved 
societies should take up the work of propa 
ganda in support of the programme he had 


outlined. 
SOCIAL REFORM. 

Mr. Morrissey, T.D., said that the 
societies were not altogether blameless in the 
matter of social reform. If they had done 
their duty they would have forced the Govern- 
ment to bring their social service at least to 
the level of those in neighbouring countries, 
There was a difference between social condl- 
tions in the North.and South, and they could 
not expect the workers of the North to come 
into the Free State if they were going to be 
sufferers thereby. The only way to bring in 
the North was by offering them something 
better than they had. He agreed with what 
Mr. Nugent had stated, for he had put the 
position very clearly before them. The 
Government gave as an excuse for not put- 
{ing into operation a comprehensive nedical 
service the cost of the scheme. They should 
not economise in the health of the people; 
anc, because they were a poor country, that 
wes the very reason why they should build 
up a healthy nation, which would mean a 
wealthy nation. The present National Health 
Insurance was a sham. He commended the 
report to all societies. The Association was 
well worthy of support. 

The report was adopted, and it was decided 
to print and circulate copies of it to the 
affiliated and non-affiliated societies and to 
the members of the Dail, and also Mr. 
Nugent’s address.

AND STATE CONTROL OF 
FINANCES. 

Mr. G. R. Riordan, President of the Asso- 
ciation, who presided at the annual dinner in 
the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, last night, 
proposing “ The Prosperity of Ireland,” wel- 
comed the visitors, and said that they were 
encouraged by the presence of representative 
citizens of the Free State, members of the 
Senate and the Dail, the business community, 
and the medical profession. No surer road, 
he said, could be found to prosperity than 
the path which led to a contented and secure 
existence for the workers. Social insurance 
should solve most of the problems, which 
presently caused anxiety both to the em- 
ployer and the employed. Unemployment 
was one of the principal causes of illness and 
incapacity. (Hear, hear.) 

TOWARDS PROSPERITY. 

Lord Glenavy, responding, said that he 
entirely agreed with what the President. had 
said, that there could be no work in which 
anyone could be engaged which was more 
likely to conduce and help towards prosperity 
and progress of a country than work -like 
that of National Health Insurance, and he 
did think that in that respect, as in many 
other respects—speaking quite impartially 
and not as a member of any political party— 
their Government was to be _ congratu- 
lated in that they had tried by their legisla- 
tion to meet the new and increasing demands 
of this great subject of national health. 

He also thought that the country was to 
be congratulated that they possessed in the 
approved societies men with the intelligence, 
enterprise and sincerity to devote their time 
ani lives to make the work a success. He 
did not believe that the Government could 
have achieved the success in the manage- 
ment of National Health Insurance which 
they have if it had beem an enterprise con- 
trolled by the State. So long as the Govern- 
ment left it to private enterprise, subject to 
the State control of finance, he felt convinced 
that that success would continue. 

COST OF ADMINISTRATION. 

Criticising the administration of the Insur- 
ance Act, he said that, from the figures he 
had seen, he found that the contributions 
from the National Insurance Fund to the 
approved societies for this year amounted 

000, an increase of something 
like £122,000 since 1923. That increase, he 
was sure, was mainly to be aceounted for by 
the increased number of insured persons, and 
by the additional benefits that. they were 
receiving, and also, he knew, to e extent, 
by the increased cost of administration. On 
the other hand, the amount received in the 
same period by the State from, the sale of 
insurance stamps was increased by £80,000. 
Tt was £366,000 in 1923, and this year it 
was expected to bring in £450,000. 

MALINGERING, . 

Therefore, while the country was paying 
substantially more in the shape of contribu- 
tions towards the funds of the various asso- 
ciated societies, the State was also reaping 
an additional benefit, not exactly an equiva- 
lent to the increase in the cost of additional 
henefits, from the receipts from insurance 
stamps. Whether this large increase in the 
amount of money that was contributed from 
the insurance fund was, to some extent, to be 
explained by the stringent conditions prevail- 
ing among the associated societies, he was 
not in a position to say; but he did think 
‘that in some ts they could very well 
improve their procedure with a view of hav- 
ing, so far as was possible—they never would 
Lé able to prevent it—ma ing or exag- 

rated claims reduced to a minimnm.  Ín 
foot the Free State passed the Prolongation 
of the Insurance Act to enable persons who 


had been for more than a year out of employ- 
ment from other causes than sickness, to avail 
themselves of their insurance benefits subject to 
certain conditions. That Act had been in forcefor 
and during that time the number 


voy large proportion were either dead or 
had left the country years ago, and the 
result, was that the Government very wisely 
determined to let ne Act drop. 

THE MEDICAL REFEREES. 

Referring to the temp "Board of 
Medical Referees appointed, and to which. 
doubtful cases that were found on the books 
of approved societies were referred, he said 
that in the course of one year out of the 
9,000 cases referred to them they rejected 
6,000 as quite fit to go to work, aving 
regard to the result of that experiment, the 
Government would be very weil advised if 
they accepted the recommendation of the 
recent Commission, and make this Board per- 
manent. 

Speaking of district nurses, he said that his 
experience was that they performed an in- 
valuable work, and he did not see why such 
a system should not be in operation over the 
whole State, instead of only in a few isolated 
districts. The Commission recommends that 
this should be made a State affair. 

Regarding unemployment, he said that he 
knew of nothing that would better conduce 
to the partial relief and solution of this 
roblem than tke wise administration of the 
National Health Insurance Act. 

BUSINESS MEN’S VIEW. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason (President of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce) also responded 
to the toast. He said that the connection 
between employers and approved societies 
was not very close, and he could not help 
feeling that that was wrong There was a 
complete want of appreciation among em- 
ployers of what was being done by the 
approved societies, and he thought that it 
would he very wise for the approved societies 
to advertise what they were doing on the 
general subject of health insurance in relation 
fo medica’ benefit. The view of the Chamber 
of Commerce was that health insurance with- 
out medical benefit was like a oo alon 
with one ot its wheels gone. hey woul 

ive their attention and see what could 
Be done. 

Mr. J. D. Nugent, proposing ‘‘ The Health 
Services, said that he could not entirely 
agree with Lord Glenavy that the Govern- 
ment had given valuable assistance. He felt 
that health insurance in Ireland had been a 
very sadly neglected orphan. 

CRITICS OF THE ACT. 

Sir Joseph Glynn, Commissioner for 
National Health Insurance, in the course of 
his reply, said that critics of the Act often 
state that no benefit is paid to insured people. 
Approved -society officials know that this 1s 
incorrect. Taking the most reliable estimate, 
the number of insured persons in the Free 
State, including deposit contributors, exempt 
ersons and members of the military forces 
insurance fund, is about 450,000. From 
March 1st, 1922, to 1926, benefit has been paid 
amounting to £2,333,852. In addition, there 
has been paid for medical certification a sum 
of £262,690. Prior to March Ist, 1922, they 
had paid in benefits for the whole country a 
sum of £5,120,9:2, together with a sum of 
£504,705 for medical certification. 

In addition to this, contributions have been 
made to a nursing scheme in migratory 
labourer areas amounting to £2,845 for the 
period 1922-1926, and to £1,957 prior to 1922. 
For the year 1927 payments in respect of 
sickness and disablement benefits are on the 
increase. It is estimated that the payments 
for the year will amount to £670,110, and for 
medical certification a sum of £55,000, and 
for the nursing scheme a further sum of 


MEDICAL CERTIFICATES. — 

Medica: certifiers issued a ayaa 
to insured persons during the last few years 
to the Linen of :—1925, 830,000; 1926, 
976,000 ; 1927 (estimated), 1,100,000. 

Proceeding, he said that prior to the 
senaration of the administration of the Acts 
between Northern Ireland and the Free State 
the department was actually responsible tor 
the payment of benefits to insured people 
amounting to £5,627,614, and trom the 
separation up to the end of this year a 
furthe: sum of £3,324,997. I hey paid 
maternity benefit in respect of about 25,000 
births vearly. As regards non-cash benefits, 
the committees of management responsible for 
the control of societies allocated considerably 
more than half their disposable surpluses to 
the provision of non-eash benefits devoted to 
the prevention and cure of disease. The 
annual sums thus made available were :— 
Dental treatment, £29,600; hospital and con- 
valescent treatment, £16,220; optical treat- 
ment, £5,520; other benefits, £1,050. 

RESERVES. 

Dealing with the reserves held by the Free 
State Ministry of Finance, the Commissioners 
and the societies against liabilities under the 
Acts, he said that at the present moment the 
reserves necessary to meet all liabilities under 
the Acts amount, to approximately 
£5.650.000. Of this amount, unredeemed 
reserve values (paper) amount to approxi- 
mately £2,800,000, which earns interest at 
3 per cent., and is gradually being converted 
into cash by means of sinking fund deduc- 
tions from the weekly contributions paid. 
The cash part of the reserves amounts to 
£2,850,000. These reserves are required to 
provide future benefits under the Acts, and 
represent the excess of the estimated actuarial 
value of these benefits over the estimated 
actuarial value of future contributions in 
respect of present insured people. The prin- 
ciple of accumulation of reserves is not 
peculiar to National Health insurance. In all 
insurance propositions where the contribution 
remains the same throughout the period of 
contract, and the risk is an increasing one, 
reserves have to be accumulated out of 
current income to meet the deficiency in 
future income. 

Dr. Rowlette, also responding, said that 
the health of Ireland was still” unsatisfac- 
tory compared with other European nations, 
and until they stood side by side with other 
nations in the matter of health they could 
not hope to take their proper, place as a 
nat ior:

RATHCOOLE LICENSING

The police evidence was that there were 
several men on the premises on the occasion.

It was stated that twenty-eight similar 
summonses had been brought against one of 
the 'bus companies, and that, in addition to 
these, thirty other summonses were listed 
for hearing in a few days. The present bet 
secution, which was brought against Michael 
O'Toole, an acting inspector for the Irish 
Omnibus Company, was adjourned fora week. 

REFUSED TO LEAVE. 

O'Toole was charged with having caused 
an obstruction at the O'Connell Bridge end 
of Aston's quay, refusing to remove a motor 
‘bus when requested by a Guard to do so. 

A Guard stated that at the car hazard ou 
Aston’s quay he observed three long-distance 
‘buses, which should not have been there, 
and were causing an obstruction. The drivers 
of two of the Bases left when their attention 
was called to the matter, but the defendant 
relused to go. 

When Mr. Collins (Messrs. O'Neill and 
Collins), for the defendant, applied for an 
adjournment of the cuse, pending the hearing 
of other summonses before Mr. Little,

Inspector Hurley, of the Police Traffic 
Department, pointed out that it was against 
the regulations for ‘buses to remain stationary 
at that particular place, 

Mr. Collins—And they are interfering with 
the poor jarveys? 

The Inspector—Yes. 

The Justice added that the regulation of 
this class of traffic presented a very difficult 
problem, which could not be solved by an old 
Act of Parliament. Common-sense, he thought, 
should ve used. Jt was very difficult to con-

INSURING AGAINST FOOT. 
AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 
With a view to providing compensation 
for Irish stock exporters, whose animals 
might be destroyed during the ten hours’ 
detention period at cross-Channel ports in 
the event of an outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease at such centres, ‘‘ Achilles’’ writes 
suggesting that a solution to this voved 
question is not unsurmountable. ‘‘ What,’’ 
he asks, “is to hinder State insurance on the 
contributory lines of the National Health 
Insurance?

LEVY ON EXPORTED CATTLE.

THE MOVEMENT 


Speaking on ‘‘ Rotary Lxtension,’’ at 
meeting oí the Rotary Club, Dublin, held 
Jury's Resaurant, last night, Mr. Chaik 
MoGloughlin said that Rotary must be 
cepted as serving a useful purpose 
established. It was capable of um 
plication, withont interfering 
religion or politics. Its chief aim was 
bring about a better understanding and 
greater good-will between members of tl 
community, individually and _ collectively. 
They could visualise what their « 
would he like if they had twenty 
Ireland. Their influence would be immense. 
Personally, he hoped that someone would x 
be found in Rotary who would find a means 
of making contact with the workers on Rotary 
lines. He did not quite see how it was to 
be done, but he hoped that it would be done. 

There were 2,658 Rotary Clubs in the world, 
with 398 places where they might he estab-. 
lished. In addition to those in Europe and 
North and South America, thev had clubs in 
Asiatic countries, such as China and Japan, 
and India. It showed how simple was their 
code when people of so many divergent views 
in religion and politics could come together 
as Rotarians. 

They now had four clubs in Ireland. There 
were other towns besides’ those which had 
clubs capable of maintaining a Rotary Club. 
Several of these had populations of 
10,000, and should have a classification for a 
club of, say, thirty members. Amongst towns 
where survey work had been done were Bally- 
mena, Drogheda, Athlone, Galway, Dun Laog- 
haire, Lisburn, Lurgan, Newry, Sligo, Water. 
ford and Wexford. Something had also been 
done in Limerick and Dundalk, and the 
Belfast Club was. taking up Coleraine. He 
spoke enthusiastically of the progress which 
had been made in Cork. 

They were plunging heavily into interna- 
tional Rotary, but no progress could he made 
unless they had local and semi-local under- 
standing and good-will. They should pay 
more attention to the development of Rotary 
in their own towns than they gave to it. 
abroad. i 

Mr. Charles Jacob said that in Rotary 
they had something worth while. Thev should 
extend it to every town in the country. What 
was wanted in Ireland was friendship between 
class and class and interest and interest. Why 
should they not have clubs in Waterford and 
Galway? During a recent visit he was very 
much struck by the improvements which had 
been made in Galway. He was not at all 
sure that it might not be better to form a 
group of towns for the purposes of a Rotary 
Club. People with motor cars could easly 
meet at a given centre, and in that way a 
larger classification could be obtained. 

Mr. W, Findlater believed that if the spirit 
of Rotary was to go on they must get in 
touch with the working man.

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BELFAST DIRECTORS AND ISSUE 


OF PROSPECTUS. 


JUDGE'S RULING IN WORKMAN, 
CLARK CASE, 


NO EVIDENCE TO 


- 


GO TO THE JURY. 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Monday. 
An important stage was reached to-day 
in the case at hearing before Mr. Justice 
Brown in the High Court arising out of 
the issue of £3,000,000 Debentures in con- 
nection with Messrs. Workman, Clark and 


Co. 
His Lordship gave judgment in applica- 
tions, which were made on behalf of Sir 
George Clark, Mr. George Clark, Mr. 
C. E. Allan, and Sir John Esplen, that 
there was no evidence to go to the jury 
connecting any one of them with the issue 
of the prospectus, which the plaintiff, 
Mr. William Urquhart, alleged to be 
fraudulent. His lordship acceded to the 


application. 
THE ONE ISSUE. 

His Lordship said that in the few remarks 
he proposed to make he wanted very care- 
fully to guard against saying anything which 
might be deemed to affect the case outside 
that application. It must not be assumed, if 
he did not say anything on other points, that 
it had any effect upon either the truth or 
untruth, the honesty or fraud of the state- 
ments contained in the prospectus. He con- 
fined himself to the one issue only—whether, 
in fact, there was any evidence connecting 
them with the making of the statements. He 
merely remarked at the beginning that the 
charge alleged against these defendants was 
one of fraud. They were charged with making 
frandulent statements. That was a personal 
charge. It was a charge against each of them 
in their individual capacity. Consequently, 
he need hardly say that, having regard to the 
importance, not only of the case, but of that 
issue, to the plaintiff, on the one hand, and, 
on the other, to these defendants individually, 
he had given a great deal of care and atten- 
tion, not only to the evidence put before 
him, but also to the arguments strongly and 
forcibly put by counsel on both sides. 


THE PROBLEM. 

The problem that he had to deal with was 
whether there was any evidence to go to the 
jury with regard to this matter. Now, on 
what evidence did the plaintiff rely? In the first 
place, he relied on the document itself, which 
was called a prospectus. It was not to be 
assumed that he was saying anything as to 
the statutory court or giving any ‘comment 
on this document which is marked as a 
prospectus. The first thing on which the 
plaintiff relies was that document, which he 
said was a prospectus for the sale of deben- 
tures, and had upon it the names of these 
defendants, among others, as directors of the 
firm of Workman Clark. 

He (the plaintiff) relied upon that as show- 
ing that they authorised it, as their names 
are upon it. The Attorney-General, in open- 
ing his argument for some of the defendants, 
said that on the face of it it was an offer for 
sale of debentures by Messrs. Sperling, but 
on the back it was a prospectus of Workman 
Clark, because that appeared on it. A person 
looking at this prospectus would see the 
words, “‘Workman, Clark and Co., Ltd. 
Prospectus.” But a man who took a pro- 
spectus to read it, and see if he would in- 
vest his money or not, read, at any rate, 
more than appeared on the back. An ordi- 
nary reader reading this document would find 
several things in it. He would find that all 
the shares of Workman, Clark and Co. were 
now in the hands of the Northumberland 
Shipbuilding Co. He would find that the 
whole of the debenture issue had been sold 
to Messrs. Sperling and Co. He would find 
it stated that the issue was offered to the 
public by Messrs. Sperling, as purchasers of 
the debentures, and the application form 
accompanying the prospectus was addressed, 
not to Messrs. Workman, Clark or their 
bankers, but to Messrs. Sperling and Co., 
who made the offer for sale. 


TWO DOCUMENTS. 

Proceeding, his Lordship said that the 
prospectus contained two documents of very 
great importance: one detailed the profits of 
the company to January, 1920, furnished ty 
Mr. Henry Boyd, who made an investigation 
on behalf of debenture holders who were now 
offering them for sale. The other document 
was a letter from Mr. R. A. Workman, Chair- 
man of the Northumberland Shipbuilding Co., 
addressed to Messrs. Sperling and Co. These 
were the two principal documents in the 
prospectus, Then, at the end of the pros- 
pectus, having stated clearly in the belly of 
the document that it was issued by Messrs. 
Sperling, are given further details, and 
among these are the names of the ten gentle- 
men who were directors of Messrs. Workman, 
Clark and Co. 

In going through this prospectus carefully, 
and pas it sentence by sentence, he 
(his lordship) failed to find anything in it 
which connected the parts in the end—the 
names of directors—with the statements that 
were made in the body of the prospectus. It 
was quite clear that the information given 
at the end of the prospectus was given merely 
as information and details of the company, 
whose debentures were being offered for sale. 
It did not concern the prospectus in itself, 
and it was not purported to be signed by 
these mb or authorised by thin, or 
any of them. Consequently, he had come 
to the clear conclusion that, as far as the 
document itself was concerned, it did not 
afford any evidence that it was authorised by 
the directors, or any one of them. 


THE HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

That was only one part of the plaintiff's 
case. He relied also, in addition to the 
prospectus, very strongly. upon the history 
of the case, including correspondence 
and minutes, as supplemented by the evi- 
dence of Mr. Strahan. It would be neces- 
sary for him to see if there was any evidence, 
apart from the prospectus, to show that this 
document was issued by these gentlemen, 
either directly themselves, or, as alleged, 
through their agents, Messrs. Sperling. It 
was alleged that if these gentlemen did not 
issue it themselves that Messrs. Sperling were 
merely acting as agents for these gentlemen, 
among others. 

Continuing, his Lordship said that in 1919 
there was some trouble in the management of 
the yard. There were eight directors 
divided clearly into two camps—the Clark 
party and the Wor®man party. Minute after 
minute was read, which showed that the two 
parties were in direct opposition, and it was 
se n that the yard could not go on under 
that management, and had come almost to a 
deadlock. From the minute of the 23rd 
December, 1919, which had been very strongly 
relied upon hy the plaintiff, it would be 
found that at that date all parties seemed 
to have recognised that there would have to 
be a change in the control of the yard. 

Various offers were made by interested par- 
ties to purchase the whole of the shares. Mr. 
Frank Workman made an offer of £80 per 
share, And Sir George Clark made a counter- 
offer of £81 per share, while they had the 
evidence of Mr. Strahan that he also made 
an offer. 


SIR GEORGE CLARK, 

Sir George Clark subsequently withdrew 
his offer, and agreed that Mr. Frank Work- 
man’s offer should be accepted, and, in fact, 
the whole control of the old directors passed 
to Mr. Workman on behalf of the Northum- 
berland Shipbuilding Company. The 
changed attitude of Sir George Clark was re- 
lied upon very strongly by the plaintiff, 
and that he became a party to the arrange- 
ment, by which he and the other directors of 
the Northumberland Shipbuilding Company 
should all combine tegether to defraud the 
public, and should get their money for these 
shares, and that the public should be asked 
to subscribe that money by Debentures. He 
(his Lordship) could find no evidence of that. 

The only real explanation of that changed 
attitude of Sir George Clark was, he believed, 
that given by his counsel, Mr. Pringle, when 
he stated that Sir George had got tired of 
the squabbling going on and that some 
change ought to be made. H» could not hold 
out to it any longer, and when a firm offer 
was received by Mr. Workman to buy the 


shares on behalf of o No womans py 
Shipbuilding Company he was a 0 
let toa go. The pave Be of Sir Gedyge Clark 
and Mr. George E. Clark seemed, to his 
lordship to be what one would ex from 
them, Port they found that althonglh, they

some of the old directors should be kept on 
for a year, in order that they might see that 
their obligations to their customers and their 
old staff should be carried out. 


A TELEGRAM. 

Proceeding, his lordship read in detail the 
correspondence and telegrams which passed 
between the Belfast directors and Messrs. 
Sperliig, Sit Mackay Edgar, and Mr. R. A. 
Workman, including a telegram from the 
latter dated Wth January, 1920, to Mr. Frank 
Workman, as follows :—‘ Telegram received. 
Have seen Marriott (solicitor to company). 
He advises directors of Workman, Clark 
and Co., Ltd., have no responsibility what- 
ever In connection with prospectus, which is 
issued by Sperling and Co. You cannot pre- 
vent Sperlings stating the fact that you are 
directors of the company. But I should be 
glad if you would Jet me know on what 
points you disagree, so that matter can be 
mm considered here.”’ 

That telegram was in reply to one eigned 
by “Workman, Allen and Clark,” in which 
they said:—' We are certainly taken as 
subscribing to the statements in the 
prospectus, and we do not agree to our names 
being attached to the draft as it stands. We 
note Edgar says prospectus can be corrected 
before public issue, but any material difference 
would vitiate underwriting, which is at 
present being entered into. We object to 
Boyd's estimates of profits, which is im- 
possible; and to his valuation, which we 
think is too high. If you can issue fresh 
prints without our names we cannot object.” 

MESSRS. SPERLING. 

His Lordship was of the opinion that these 
telegrams showed clearly that Messrs. Sper- 
ling were not acting as agents for the Belfast 
directors. 

Dealing with all the evidence that had 
been relied on, his lordship said he had no 
doubt that the old directors knew of the 
issue of the debentures. They knew the 
object to which the money raised by the issue 
was to be applied. They saw and discussed 
the prospectus, and further gave some assist- 
ance in the preparation of the prospectus ; 
but he found no evidence to submit to the 
jury that these directors, or any of them, 
made themselves responsible for the issue of 
the prospectus, either directly ór indirectly. 
Consequently, as far as these three gentle- 
men were concerned, he acceded to the appli- 
cation made on their behalf by their counsel, 
and he so directed. 

With regard to Sir John Esplen, for whom 
Mr. Beattie, K.C., made a similar applica- 
tion, he was in a different position; but the 
charge against him was also a personal one 
of fraud. He was a distinguished naval 
architect, who joined the Board of Work- 
man, Clark and Co. on 10th February, 1920, 
the day on which the momentous decision 
was reached to issue the prospectus. He had 


-no evidence that at any time before the issue 


of the prospectus Sir John Esplen either saw 
it, knew about it, or was consulted in eny 
way in regard to it, 

e (his Lordship) had come to the conclu- 
sion that he was bound to accede to the re- 
guest, There was no evidence before him to 
go to the jury connecting any one of these 
defendants with the issue of the prospectus. 

APPLICATION FOR AN APPEAL, 

Mr. Murphy, K.C., said, without pass- 
ing criticism on his lordship’s judgment, by 
which, he admitted, he was bound, the 
subject matter of the judgment that had just 
been delivered was a matter that would be 
the subject of an application to the Court of 
Appeal. 

Mr. Whitaker, K.C., continued his argu- 
ments in support of the application he made 
on behalf of Messrs. Sperling and Co, last 
Thursday. 

Mr. Murphy replied to Mr. Whitaker's 
arguments. He submitted that there was 
ample reason why the application should be 
refused. The proceeds of the debenture 
issue, he said, should have been used by 
Workman, Clark and Co. in the course. 
of their business as shipbuilders. 
Sperlings, he submitted, knew that the 
defendants intended to apply the money in a 
certain way, and it clearly was a mis- 
statement to say that they did not intend to 
use if in that way. He maintained that 
those who issued a prospectus of that kind 
without any direct statement as to the pur- 
pose for which it was issued did ao deli- 
berately. There was no clear definite state- 
ment as to the object of the issue; but there 
were a number of general statements about 
new berths, extensions to the engineering 
works, etc. Reading that, he submitted. the 
plaintiff was bound to form the opinion. 
which he did form, that the proceeds of the 
issue were to be applied for the purpose of 
extending the business of the firm. An 
attempt had been made to _ dissociate 
Messrs. Sperling and Co. from actions, in 
relation to Workman, Clark and Co., of Sir 
E. Mackay Edgar; but he (Mr. Murphy) 
reminded his Lordship that the law on the 
subject of partnership laid it down that a 
partner must be assumed, in certain circum- 
stances, to be acting for his firm. Sir 
Mackay Edgar was a partner in Sperlings 
who had all along been connected with the 
transaction. 

SIR MACKAY EDGAR. 

His Lordship—Do you seriously suggest 
that information which Sir Mackay Edgar 
had in his capacity as director of Workman, 
Clark must be imputed to Sperlings? The 
letters which have been read have been ad- 
dressed to him as a director of Workman, 
Clark and Co. 

Mr. Murphy—But all along he was a 
partner in Sperlings, who have throughout 
been actively engaged in the whole business. 
They must, I submit, share the responsibility 
for his actions. He submitted that the inclu- 
sion of Mr. Boyd’s valuation, with which the 
old directors had disagreed, was evidence 
against Sperling and Co. He maintained that 
Sperling and Co. knew it was not a true 
valuation. 

The Court adjourned till to-morrow.

FALL INTO CELLAR. 
———- 


APPEAL AGAINST DAMAGES. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
bien "Ti MR. JUSTICE 

_ MURNAGHAN,) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendant in the case of Frances War- 
nock, of 20 Nelson street, against Kathleen 
Maguire, of 15 Windsor terrace, Fairview 
Strand, Dublin, from the judgment of Special 
Commissioners Lynch, K.C., and Fitzgerald, 
K.C., awarding the plaintiff £100 damages 
with costs for personal injuries sustained 
by her through the alleged negligence of 
the defendant in having the cover, or lid, 


which the defendant is landlady or owner, 
in a defective condition. 

The case had come before the Commis- 
sioners on appeal by the plaintiff from an 
order made by Judge Pigot, dismissing the 
plaintiff's action for damages on the ground 
thai the defendant was uot liable ivr the 
accident on the evidence. The defendant 
now sought an order setting aside the order 
made by the Commissioners. 

Mr. Moloney, K.C., and Mr. Ignatius 
Kelly (instructed by Messrs. J. H. Walsh 
and Co.) appeared for the appellant and 
defendant; Mr. Battersby, K.C., and Mr. 
James Cawley (instructed by, Messrs. Roger 
Greene and Sons) for the respondent and 
plaintiff. 

CASE FOR APPELLANT. 

Mr. Moloney, concluding his opening a:gu- 
ment in support of the appeal, submitted 
that the Circuit Judge was right in his find- 
ing under the circumstances, and that the 
appeal should be allowed. Pointing out 
that for the period of eight or ten years the 
vover of the cellar had been in a perfectly 
safe condition, and that, according to the 
evidence, it had been kicked by somebody, 
and possibly replaced in a careless manner, 
he submitted that the onus of liability lay 
on the occupier of the premises, as the de- 
fendant, who was bound by a covenant to do 
the external repairs only, had no more right 
than any member of the outside public 
to examine the internal fittings of the pre- 
mises, including the covering of the cellar, 
the tenant having the entire management of 
the place. . 

The only evidence of negligence, cr cf 
anything being wrong, was that the cover 
had been kicked by a girl two months before 
the accident, and by a man on the morning 
of the day of the accident, the man having 
put the cover back again. 

A DIFFICULTY. 

The Chief Justice, adverting to the sec- 
tion dealing with appeals to the Supreme 
Court, referred to the difficulty they had in 
deciding a case like this, which was tried 
without a jury,.and largely depended upon 
the inferences to be drawn from the facts. 

Mr. Moloney said that the —— had bees 
brought for decision on the law as on the 
inferences of fact, and he submitted that the 
Circuit Judge was perfectly right in his in- 
ferences of fact as well as in law. 

Mr. Kelly, following on the same side, 
contended that liability for the accident in 
this case, as between the parties, depended 
upon notice. Miss Maguire, as landlady, had 
no control over the premises, and she could 
not go and examine the cover or lid of the 
cellar in order to repair it until she had got 
notice of it being defective. Undoubtedly 
she had contracted to repair, but on the 
question of maintenance she had no liability 
until she had got notice of the want of i sory 

Mr. Battersby, K.C., for the respondent, 
said that this case appeared to him to be one 
of fact entirely. He submitted that so far 
as notice was concerned, the defendant had 
ample notice, having regard to the fact that 
the matter of the disrepair of the premises 
had been in the hands of Corporation officials. 
He cited some cases of a similar nature in 
which no reference whatever had been made 
to the quéstion of “ notice ” which had been 
raised in this case. 

Counsel had not concluded when the Court 
rose, and the further hearing was adjourned 
till this morning.

JUDGMENT FOR DEFENDANTS. 
(BEFORE MA. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 


Two actions, the plaintiff in both of which 
was Ellen Murray. wife of John Murray, a 
labourer now residing at Killahurler, and 
formerly at Coolgarrow, Woodenbridge, Co. 
Wicklow, were heard. The defendant in one 
of the actions was Edward Johnston, shop- 
keeper and farmer, of Avoca, and in the 
other his mother, Mrs. Mary Johnston. A 
third action by the same plaintiff against the 
Rev. George Gibson Bolton, Rector of Castle- 
macadam, was tried last Thursday, but the 
jury disagreed and were discharged. 
In all three cases the plaintiff had claimed 
damages for alleged slander. Of the two 
remaining cases, it was decided to hear first 
the action against Edward Johnston. The 
plaintiff claimed £500, the alleged slander con- 
sisting, the plaintiff stated, in statements 
which reflected on her moral character. 
THE DEFENCE. 

The defendant traversed the allegations in 
the statement of claim. and alternatively 
pleaded that, if the words, or any of them, 
were spoken or published, they were spoken 
or published on a privileged occasion. 
Mr. Lupton. K.C., Mr. Henry, K.C., and 
Mr. Tobias (instructed by Mr. George F. 
Fleming) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Joseph O'Connor, K.C., Mr. Dockrell, K.C., 
and Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by 
Messrs. M. J. O'Connor and Co.) for the 
defendant. 
The case for the plaintiff having closed, 
Mr. Justice Sullivan, on the application 
of counsel for the defendant, held that the 
occasion was privileged, and he directed the 
jury to find for the defendant. He added 
that it was unnecessary to say that at no 
time in the course of this case was it 
suggested, nor could it be suggested, that 
there was any substance in any charge what- 
soever against Mrs. Murray. The whole casc 
eee on the assumption that Mrs.

and reputation, and she left the court with 
that shenestan. He ruled against her on a 
matter of law. 
It being admitted that the evidence would 
be the same .n the case against Mrs. Mary 
Johnston, Mr. Justice Sullivan gave a similar 
ruling, and judgment was entered for the 
defendant in this case also, with costs.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT (CRIMINAL) 
STOLEN MOTORS. 


DEALER ACOUITIED ON 
RECEIVING CHARGE. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Stanley Joyce pleaded guilty to having, 
between May and September last, stolen a 
number of electric motors, the property of 
the General Electric a. 

Henry Coleman pleaded riot guilty to re- 
ceiving the motors. He was defended by Mr. 
Nolan-Whelan (instructed by Mr. D. TH. 
Charles). 
Mr..Mombrum, Dublin manager of the 
General Electric Company, gave evidence as 
to the receipt, in June last, of ten electric 
motors, and said that in September he missed 
five of them. About the end of the month 
one of his engineers, Mr. Ellis, showed him 
one of the missing motors. <A day or two 
afterwards Detective Sergeant Lynch showed 
him another of the motors. Later in the same 
month Coleman brought him two of the miss- 
ing motors. Each was valued at £35 ás. 
Thesowere made specially for the Post Office 
to fit telegraphic machines. 

Cross-examined—Coleman was in a very 
substantial way of business, and he had had 
many transactions with his firm—the Scientific 
Electric Works, Charlotte street. 

Mr. Mombrum said that in a covering letter 
returning two of the missing motors Mr. 
Coleman said that they had been regained by 
them as the result of advertisements in the 
Press. They had cost his firm £6 10s.— 
£2 5s. original purchase price and £4 10s. re- 
Ea. The accused man told him that he 

ught the motors from a man from whom he 
had previously bought lamps, etc. 

Mr. Ellis, of the General Electric Company, 
stated that early in September, while on 
business at Coleman’s shop, he saw one of the 
motors in the window. He purchased the 
motor from Mr? Coleman for £1 5s. He told 
Mr. Coleman that the motor was a stolen one 
and that it was the property of the General 
Electric Company. 

Stanley Joyce, who had pleaded guilty to 
the larceny of the motors, said that he sold 
them all to the defendant, Coleman. He got 
10s. for two of them and 7s. 6d. for the other 
three. At no time did Coleman ask him 
where he got them. The witness was after- 
wards arrested in Cork. 

Cross-examined by Mr.»Nolan-Whelan, the 
witness said that he also sold files to Mr. 
Coleman and two motors to a man in 
Terenure. 

Coléman, in evidence, said that he believed 
Joyce to be a “jobber,” and had bought files 
and hacksaws from him. Joyce brought him 
one of the motors, and he purchased it for 
£1 2s. 6d. Later Joyce brought two others, 
for which he paid £1 1s. 6d. each. He put 
the motors in the window for sale, and sold 
two of them for £1 12s. 6d. each. When he 
learned that they were stolen property he 
advertised offering the customer who bought 
them double the value for them if he brought 
them back, 

The jury found Coleman not guilty, and he 
was discharged. Joyce was put back. 


CHARGE AGAINST SISTERS. 


Charged with having, with other persons 
unknown, concealed the birth of a newly-born 
infant, and with having concealed the infant’s 
dead body, Rose and Kathleen Bowler, sisters, 
neither of whom was the mother of the infant, 
were allowed out on their own recognisances 
to keep the peace for two years. They were 
seen in a church with a parcel by the 
sacristan, who told them to take it away. 
They then went to a neighbouring house and 
asked the woman there to keep the parcel 
until they returned from the church. On the 
parcel being opened it was found to contain 
the decomposing body of an infant. 

The Court adjourned until to-day.

Two were 
issued in the name of John O’Brien, 108 
North Strand, and the third in that of John 
O’Brien, 10 St. Brigid’s avenue, 

Also in Russell’s possession was a notebook 
containing rough entries indicating the deci- 
sions come to on the different items of the 
agenda of a meeting. These entries were 
included :— 

‘Suggested by M. P, that 28 and 29 be 
first put to the con.—Geo. P. suggested 
oi aa aaa O’D. spoke very nicely to 
this.” 

' Open organieatir close to A.” 

“Get K. to act—people.'' 

“29.—4J. J. 8. says he could not recom- 
mend adoption of this—too revolutionary— 
moral right.” 

Mr, Finlay—Were the prisoners asked to 
account for the possession of the car ?— Yes, 

Did they give any explanation ?—None 
whatsoever. 

John O’Brien, 108 North Strand road, gave 
evidence that up to 1925 he had a taxicab 
and a driver’s licence in his own name. 
Having given up the taxi business, he had 
not apphed for a driver’s licence, and had 
not authorised anyone to do so. 

James O’Brien, 10 St, Brigid's avenue, 
stated that his son, John, living at that 
address, had a motor driver’s licence. It 
was still in his possession. 

Mr. Collins—How did they come to issue 
two drivers’ licences to ths same person for 
the same period? Was the licence feund on 
Russell genuine ? : 

Mr. Finlay—Quite genuine. Apparently, if 
a person applies for a licence, gives a name 
and pays the fee, he gets it as a matter of 
course. 

Stephen J. Redmond, Leinster Motor 
Works, Clare street, deposed that early in 
July two men came to him to buy a motor 
ear. He bror ,ht them to Archer’s, Mount 
street, and there he purchased for them, for 
£70, the Chevrolet car, Y I 8473. One of 
the two men was Russell, the accused, and 
he paid for the car. 

Mr. Finlay—Did you say to Sergeant 
Hughes that you knew Michael Price and 
Sean Russell, and that it was to neither of 
them that the car was handed over? When 
did you ascertain that it was Russell pur- 
chased the car? 

The Witness—I did not know for certain 
until I saw Lim to-day in Court. He was 
heavily disguised at the time. 

Mr. Finlay—In view of this man’s evidence 
now I can do nothing but ask that the charge 
of illegal possession be dismissed.

INFANT’S BODY DROPPED

DOMESTIC SERVANT SENT FOR 
TRIAL. 


Mary Gorman, domestic servant, was re- 
turned for trial to the Central Criminal] Court, 
charged with the murder of her female infant 
on or about the árd November last. 
Mr. A. H Smith, of Oaklands Park, 
Sandymount, stated that the accused was 
employed by him as a domestic servant on 
the 22nd October, and left his employment 
on the 4th November. On the morning of 
her departure she took advantage of a seat 
in his motor car to journey to the city. He 
let her down at Burgh quay. When leaving 
Oaklands she took with her two brown paper 
parcels. , 
'ireman William Tierney, who was stand- 
ing outside the Central Fire Brigade Station 
in Great Brunswick street, on the morning 
of the 4th November, stated that he picked 
up a brown paper parcel from the roadway 
a few moments after a slate-coloured motor 
car had passed citywards. The parcel con- 
tained the dead body of a newly-born child. 
Andrew Byrne stated that he observed a 
parcel falling or being thrown out of a motor 
car in Great Brunswick street on the morning 
of the 4th. 
Evidence of the tracing of the car was 
given by Guard 112 B, and the medical evi- 
dence was that the infant’s death was due 
to strangulation. 


MOTOR DRIVER EXONERATED. 


Informations were refused in a case in 
which Dermot Dickie, Seatown House, 
Swords, was charged with having caused the 
death of Mortimer Clancy by knocking him 
down while driving a motor car in Dorset 
street on the evening of November 17 last. 
The deceased man was knocked down by the 
car when crossing to the sidewalk after alight- 
ing from a tramcar, and the defence was 
that, owing tc fog and mist, the view was 
obscured, and the defendant, who was driving 
slowly, did everything possible to avoid the 
accident.

injury to the plaintiffs by the working of a 
gas engine on the defendants’ premises, 
which are adjacent to the plaintiff's resi- 
dence. 

The plaintiffs alleged that the engine, being 
worked day and night, created a noise with 
back-fire explosions, and emitted fumes wkich 
were all very disturbing. to the plaintiffs. In 
addition to these inconveniences, the vibra- 
tion from the engine caused injury to the 
walls of the plaintiff's house. 

The defendants denied the plaintiff's 
allegations, and contended that there were 
neither noxious fumes from the engine that 
could ssibly cause inconvenience to the 
plaintiffs, nor any noise of which they could 
now reasonably complain. 

Mr. Frederick Hayes, architect, said that 
when he visited the plaintiffs’ house in April 
last he felt the inner walls vibrating. and 
saw the delph shake on the dresser. There 
was no doubt that in time the vibration would 
have seriously damaged the fabric of the 
house. He ale noticed the noise that came 
from the pit in which the engine was 
situated. 

Mr. Walker (for the plaintiffs) said that 
since the action was brought the vibration 
had been ‘‘cured to a tremendous extent.” 

Mr. Francis Flanagan, in his evidence, 
said that since September, 1925, when the 
factory was opened, his mother, his brother 
and himself had suffered terribly from 
the noise, the fumes, and the smoke from 
the factory. The explosions were some-

BELFAST, Monday. 


ae only outstanding event which 
occurred during the week-end was the 
all-night sitting of the House of Commons. 
It created a mild sensation Jast Friday, 
but the general comments were more 
sarcastic than sympathetic. In view of 
the fact that the House has only recently 
reassembled after a recess of almost five 
months, it seems unreasonable to rush 
legislation within the shortest possible 
space of time, and public opinion is in- 
clined to the belief that, with shorter 
holidays and longer sessions, the work 
would be better done. The Northern 
Parliament is probably the most easy- 
going Legislature on earth, with the 
pleasant spells of idleness and delibera- 
tions during three afternoons every week, 
and the lament about an occasional long 
sitting should be sung sotto voce. 

Apart from the Licensing Amending 
Bill which has caused so much trouble, the 
Government usually just reflects what has 
been done across the Channgl, and it is 
unusual to find any initiative in tho bills 
brought before the House. To follow 
Great Britain “step by step” is the 
proudly declared ambition of our Northern 
leaders, and, instead of composing a 
harmonious symphony in accordance with 
Ulster traditions and ideas, they have 
become, in the picturesque words of some 
commentators, nothing but a gramaphone 
record of the Imperial Partiament. 
Although a lot of time was wasted on the 
Licensing Bill, most of it, strangely 
enough, was spent on amendments intro- 
duced by the Government to its own 
measure. After strenuous labour comes 
rest, and the hon. members are already 
looking forward .to another healthy 
Christmas recess, which it is expected will 
extend well into the new year. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES. 


The anticipated visit of the Prince of 
Wales to Belfast next summer, as fore- 
shadowed by the Prime Minister recently, 
has occasioned much interest in the North, 
and a most cordial welcome awaits the 
Empire’s “ popular ambassador ’’ when he 
lands on Ulster’s shores.

ARMED POLILE FORCE. — 


The Northern Government is deter- 
mined to maintain the semi-military 
nature of its police force, nétwithstanding 
the peaceful condition of the province. 
Of course, no one will be hurt so long as 
the people are law-abiding, and, therefore, 
it is no harm for a constable to parade 
the streets ornamented with a lethal 
weapon in case of eventualities; but the 
stranger within our gates generally ex- 
presses astonishment at an ostentatious 
show of armed strength, to which he is 
unaccustomed across the Channel. 
Visitors. cannot understand it, and have 
commented on it now and then good- 
humouredly in public assemblies. In 
answer to a question the other day, the 
Minister of Home Affairs said that the 
Government intended to keep the police 
armed, but offered no reason for its de- 
cision, evidently being of opinion that the 
troubles of past years were sufficient 
answer. 

It was pointed out that the police in the 
Free State and Great Britain are un- 
armed, and that the Prime Minister had 
declared that the political barometer in 
the North is “ set fair,” but a peaceful 
community does not affect the question, 
and this is one of the instances in which 
the imitation of British institutions does 
not work. No doubt, Sir Dawson Bates, 
the Minister of Home Affairs, is not yet 
satisfied that all is well, and, as he is 
responsible for the’ maintenance of law 
and order, no one can blame him. More- 
over, the Nationalists, who raised the 
question, were’ probably more concerned 
in creating a diversion in their ‘favour 
than in anything else. With regard to 
the Premier’s “ barometer,’’ it is a very 
uncertain instrument, and has been 
oscillating violently all last week between 
“ dry” and “wet.” Its pointer is still 
wondering what is going to happen next.

CORK, Monday. 

In connection with the proposed sugar 
beet factory for Cork an important private 
conference was held yesterday of represen- 
tatives of the Cork Industrial Development 
Association and the Cork County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture. 

Mr. P. Crowley, Honorary Treasurer of 
Cork Industrial Development Association, 
presided. He explained that the object 
of the conference was to. examine the 
possibility of securing a Government 
subsidy for the erection of one or two— 
possibly two-—sugar beet factories in 
County Cork. 

M. R. Boudeville, managing director, 
and Captain A. Touchat de Gamoches, 
general manager, of the Franco-Irish 
Enterprises, Ltd., attended, and stated 
that they were prepared to accept a 
subsidy of two shillings per ton Jess than 
the grant made to the Carlow factories. 
They expressed the opinion that two small 
factories would be a better business pro- 
position than to erect one large factory, 
owing to the cost of transport. 

Mr, Corcoran, Chairman of the County 
Committee of Agriculture, declared that 
he would endeavour to secure supplies of 
beet from County Cork farmers if the 
guaranteed price was sufficiently attrac- 
tive. He believed that the farmers would 
expect a figure approximating to that 
fixed ior Carlow. 

The selection of sites was discussed, but 
no decision was arrived at. It was agreed 
that at least two attractive sites could be 
secured without difficulty.

Housewives are in- 
dignant at this naked “ profiteéring,’’ and 
the outspoken remarks of little assemblies 
outside these offending establishments are 
most illuminating, but still ‘they go in 
and buy. The suggestion that there is a 
ring to maintain inflated prices is, of 
course, denied, but a tour round the shops 
shows that the same price is charged 
virtually everywhere for the various cuts.

AN ADDED TERROR. 


For some time past no reference has 
been made in this column to the toll of 
the road in the Northern area, but no 
week passes without its record of fatal 
accidents, due to motor cycles and motor 
cars.

HIS WAR WORK.

M. Poincare’s Plea. 


The period of political stability which 
has been enjoyed by France during the 
last eighteen months seems now to be 
drawing rather swiftly to a close, and 
the prophets are unanimous in their 
anticipation of a fresh crisis within the 
next few months. There is no obvious 
reason for their anxiety. A general elec- 
tion is pending, and general elections in 
France have a habit of producing the most 
irritating results; but the economic condi- 
tion of the country is better than it has 
been at any other period since the war, 
and under the firm guidance of M. 
Poincaré the apparent miracle of financial 
stability has been accomplished. The 
French therefore, has every 
ground for satisfaction. In the summer 
of last year the fate of his country seemed 
to be sealed. Governments were rising 
and falling every few weeks. Successive 
Finance Ministers had failed so signally 
to cope with the problem of inflation that 
the value of the franc began to fall with 
headlong speed, and at one stage it 
touched 250 to the pound sterling. If 
this process had continued, nothing could 
have saved the Republic. Then M. Poincaré 
became Premier. His régime provided 
that element of moral and 
imagination which had been lacking so 
notably in its predecessors, and within a 
very short space of time the financial

situation was mastered. 
career of the franc was checked ; 
problem of tax collection was approached 
in a resolute way, and when the people 
began to realise that at last they had a 
Premier who meant busines: the flight 
from the franc came to an end. 

In spite of the great benefits which 
have accrued from M. Poincaré’s rule, 
the professional politicians in France seem 
to be chafing under the restraint of normal 
conditions. The Premier dealt with the 
matter in a speech last Saturday night, 
when he appealed not for his own reten- 
tion in power, but for the maintenance of 
the national union of Republican parties 
which made his Government possible. 
During recent months the Radicals have 
been making no secret of their intention, 
if they can, to wreck the coalition. Their 
attitude has been so strong on this point 
that M. Franklin-Bouillon, who was one 
of the most prominent Radical politicians 
in France, not only has broken away from 
the party, but has taken with him the 
whole Radical organisation of the Seine- 
et-Oise Department. The Radical group, 
whose example in this respect is being 
followed by some of the other parties, 
takes the narrow view that maintenance 
of the union will imperil party chances 
at next year's general election. M. 
Poincaré, on the other hand, holds that a 
breach of the party truce might prove to 
be disastrous to the public welfare. The 
continuation of the national union for at 
least two years, he declares, is essential 
to national safety. Much has been done 
to restore the country’s credit and to 
repair the ravages of post-war insanity ; 
but much remains to be done, and success 
will be possible only through joint effort. 
A revival of last year’s chaotic conditions 
would upset all the good work that has 
been done by the present Government, 
and, instead of a balanced Budget, another 
attack of inflation would be the country’s 
reward. 

The people of the Irish Free State can 
sympathise with M. Poincaré; for they 
know to their cost the dangers of par- 
liamentary instability. Under that system 
of proportional representation which pre- 
vails in France a multiplicity of parties 
is fostered, and the French seem to have 


a genius for the invention of fine shades 


of political distinction between groups. 
Consequently, without some kind of 
coalition, government in France becomes 
almost impossible, and a strong Govern- 
ment is needed for many reasons. The 
internal situation, naturally enough, in- 
terests the average citizen more keenly 
than foreign affairs. He is concerned 
with his taxes, the state of the country’s 
trade, the purchasing power of his earn- 
ings and a dozen other problems of 
domestic importance; but he would be 
very foolish indeed to ignore the interna- 
tional situation that is being created in 
Europe. The economic revival of Ger- 
many, the thrustful vigour that has been 
infused by Fascism into Italy’s foreign 
policy, and the ever-growing threat of 
Bolshevist Russia are matters of supreme 
importance to France. She never had more 
to lose from unstable government than 
she has to lose at this moment, when 
the Mediterranean problem is entering an 
acute stage, when the death of thé Sultan 
of Morocco has opened the way for 
dangerous intrigues in Northern Africa, 
and the collaboration of Italy with Spain 
has added a new ingredient to the complex 
of Tangier. M. Poincaré’s plea for 
national unity, therefore, will find an echo 
throughout the Allied world; for France 
holds the key to Europes peace, and it 
is essential that the key shall remain in 
strong hands. 


Homecrofts for Workers. 


The record of reconstruction in Ireland 
since the Great War is largely a record 
of lost opportunity. In many ways 
Ireland s opportunities have been superior 
to those of England; for this country is 
free from that bane of congestion which 
embarrasses English architects and “ town- 
planners” at every turn. Nevertheless, 
we have been content to build by the 
patterns and according to the ideas which 
have been rejected across the Channel for 
a full score of years. There are exceptions 
to the rule, but the rule is that Irish 
building since the war has been ugly and 
the planning of new dwellings restricted 
in vision, A remarkable example of what 
might have been done—and, as we hope, 
of what will be done henceforward—may 
be seen in the work of a local committee 
at Cheltenham called the Cheltenham 
Homecroft Association. This. body has 
built a little settlement of dwellings in 
accordance with a scheme drawn up by 
Professor J. W. Scott, of Cardiff University 
College. The purpose is to provide men 
of the artisan class with detached houses, 
every house surrounded by an allotment 
of land sufficiently large to provide all 
the vegetables consumed by the family. 
The houses are built at the rate of five 
to every two acres. The gardens are 
stocked with fruit trees and furnished 
with the necessary outhouses for the keep- 
ing of poultry. Every croft—garden and 
house—is let at 16s, 3d. a week, and will 
become the property of the tenant in 
twenty-five years. Last Saturday Earl 
Beauchamp opened the first batch of 
crofts, and described the scheme as the 
most hopeful approach to the solution of 
the housing problem that he had seen. 
The gardens always would be larders 
around the houses, and, if the “home- 
crofters’’ overcame the distrust of bees 
and took up the production of honey, 
they would possess a large source of profit 
and an excellent food fr children. 
Cheltenham, it is true, with its popula- 
tion of 52,000, lies in the spacious Cotswold 
countryside; yet what is possible there is 
not impossible in the hinterland of any of 
the Irish cities. Motor transport has brought 
country as quiet as the Cotswold slopes 
within twenty minutes’ reach of the heart 
of Dublin, Belfast and Cork ; nevertheless, 
houses which are let at purchase rents 
comparable to those of the “homecrofts”’ 
continue to be built by public authorities 
at a density of fourteen or seventeen to 
the acre. A happy and a healthy popula- 
tion of the artisan class would rise, and 
labour unrest might become a thing of the 
past, if the “‘homecroft’’ were the ideal 
pursued in national housing 
During the early years of this century 
by which Irish 
labourers were given homes of this type 
set Ireland ahead of other lands in 
enlightened housing methods. It is time 
that our rulers should awake to the idea 
that the ‘‘homecroft’’ ought to be the 
normal dwelling of the wage-earning 
Irishman.

The Use of Cavalry. 


Horace’s saying about nature seems to 
be applicable to horses. A few years ago 
everybody believed that, save for racing, 
polo and hunting, the horse was doomed to 
an early disappearance. Motor traffic had 
superseded him on the streets and 
“mechanised ” warfare was driving him 
from the field of battle. Now industry 
has discovered that for some important 
uses of transport the horse remains a 
cheaper and more convenient agent than 
the motor lorry; and in great cities, like 
London and Glasgow, his partial re- 
habilitation seems to be assured. There 
are indications that the War Offices may be 
forced to accept a similar change of heart. 
Aiter the Great War the British and 
French Armies made drastic reductions in 
their cavalry establishments, but already 
distinguished soldiers are beginning to 
question the wisdom of this decision. They 
advance two arguments for the continued 
use of cavalry in the changed conditions 
of modern warfare. One is the horse’s un- 
disputed value in campaigns where trench- 
fighting cannot forbid the employment of 
open country. Infantry and aeroplanes, 
unsupported by cavalry, could not have 
won Britain's swift and i orough victory 
in Palestine. That, at any rate, is Field- 
Marshal Viscount Allenby’s own opinion. 
Speaking last week in London, he said: 
“From the ridges north of Jerusalem to 
Jaffa cavalry men held the line, and re- 
pulsed the counter-attacks of the Turkish 
infantry ; and I do not believe any other 
arm of the Service could have done it except 
cavalry.” The second argument concerns 
the horse’s moral value in action—that 
subtle influence which the Psalmist ex- 
pressed in the brave interjection, ‘Ha, ha!’’ 
After a recent test of motor cycles as a 
substitute for cavalry in the French Army 
General Brecard said that the horse was 
superior in two respects. He could go 
where even motor cycles could not go, and 
his presence was an impetus for “all 
missions, all daring, all foolhardy deeds 
which might be necessary.” In effect, the

craves, and cannot get from machines, “In 
my experience of war,.which has not been 
small,’’ said Lord Allenby, “I have always 
found that infantry shout for cavalry the 
whole time.”’ 


Symbolism. 


The pitfalls of foreign travel are 
numerous, as every Irish tourist, however 
transient, on the Continent of Europe soon 
discovers. Quite unwittingly we violate a 
custom of misuse a phrase, and find, to 
our wondering discomfort, that we have 
given offence. In The Times of yesterday 
the Hon. Lady Fortescue described an 
embarrassment of this sort, in which she 
must have had many partners. She was 
in Paris on Armistice Day and wore a 
Flanders poppy. To her surprise she 
found that the people in the streets looked 
askance at her. When she joined the 
crowds near the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier she felt that she was getting more 
than her fair share of elbows, and “there 
seemed a general effort to keep me in the 
background.” Afterwards other English- 
women complained to her that they had 
been jostled in the same fashion, some of 
them had been pushed about, rather 
roughly, by the police. The explanation, 
when Lady Fortescue sought it from her 
French friends, was simple. In France 
and in other countries of Europe the red 
poppy is the symbol of Communism, and 
loyal French people do not like Com- 
munists. Different minds, it seems, weave 
their symbolism in different ways: the 
exactitudes of science do not prevail in the 
field of imagination. In these islands 
poppies are the flowers of sleep, and they 
have become dear to us because they cover 
the graves of our soldiers who sleep in 
Flanders. In Russia a poppy is regarded 
}as a poisonous weed which, springing up 
in a field of wheat, destroys the crop; and 
so. it became the sinister emblem of a 


sinister creed. 


A NEW ‘CELLIST. 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY'S 
RECITALS. 


The Royal Dublin Society audiences at two 
recitals yesterday heard two uncommon and 
attractive programmes of music for ’cello and 
jiano performed by Gaspar Cassado and 
Madame Giulietta von Mendelssohn Gordi- 
giani. In the afternoon the programme con- 
tained three sonatas—by Bach, Brahms, and 
one Strauss (not the present Richard); at 
night the music was rather lighter. 

At night (concerning which alone Í can 
testify) the audience was remarkably cordial 
in its appreciation of the performances. Cas- 
sado, put forward as a virtuoso artist, 
accepted the greater part of the applause 
for himself. e is, indeed, a clever and 
pleasing executant, and artistry of the degree 
that he showed is less frequent among ‘cellists 
than it is among pianists. Otherwise, it 
would have been necessary to divide honours 
equally, or, rather, not to divide them at all; 
for, more than anything individual in 
Cassado’s performance, I liked the sensitive 
and sustained collaboration of the two per- 
formers. 

The second programme contained one work 
that is very familiar and another that is 
quite novel in the experience of a Dublin 
audience. The familiar work was the 
Beethoven sonata in A major, which is heard 
whenever a ‘cellist performs at Ballsbridge. 
Cassado took it in a manner rather lighter 
than that to which we have been accustomed, 
and his performance rade the lighter manner 
seem right, especially as Madame Gordigiani 
made the pianoforte part sound more thau 
usually Mozart-like. Although it belongs to 
Beethoven’s most confident period, when he 
was neither learning to express himself, as at 
an earlier time, nor striving to express some- 
thing almost beyond himself, as in later work, 
this sonata seems, nevertheless, to have an 
““earlier ” sound than other work of the 
middle period. 

The extreme novelty was the ‘‘ Nottambéul:- 
Variazions fantaaticte, which Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco, one of the leading Italian composets 
of to-day, has dedicated to Cassado. Castel- 
nuovo has written a number of pieces for 
violin and piano, and many of these, like 
" Nottambuli,” his first considerable piece of 
writing for the ‘cello, have a programme 
basis. His method, a recent expositor has 
stated, ‘‘ shrinks from superficial realism. He 
never attempts a direct reproduction of the 
pictorial aspects of his subjects, but always 
transmutes them into such purely musical 
values as appear to him to produce similar 
emotions.” In “ Nottambuli,”’ nevertheless, 
a certain amount of direct representation 
does occur, and unusual effects are employed 
in the writing for the ’cello in order to convey 
it. These effects gave the work an attractive 
aspect, but otherwise its musical interest was 
not deep. So little variety is to be found in 
the ordinary repertoire of music for ‘cello and 
piano that Castelnuovo’s new interest’ in the 
instrument is welcome. He is young, is not 
much over thirty, and his “ Nottambuls”’ 
experiment may lead on to something of 
greater value. Here it is a succession of 
night figures on the banks of the Arno, at 
Florence (his native place), that he. depicts.

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ROAD TRANSPORT AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


£1,5000000 AVAILABLE, 


IMMEDIATE RELIEF 
WORKS.

(BY “ ARTIFEX."’) 

It need not be regarded as discreditable 
to Dáil Éireann that its many days of 
debate upon the problems of unemploy- 
ment produced little that was either 
original or illuminating. Facing similar 
problems, the Mother of Parliaments has 
more than once been reduced to helpless- 
ness and her skilled advisers to tentative 
and guarded suggestions. Yet a brief 
review and simple analysis of the history 
of the present acute employment situation 
in the Free State will serve to show that 
the crisis might have been anticipated 
and effectively provided for; and that the 
remedy, though belated, may yet be 
applied with much effect if the situation 
is handled without hesitation or delay. 

The main thing which the Government, 
and the deputies of al] parties, failed for 
years past to appreciate was the 
temporarily disastrous results of rapid 
monetary deflation—with quickly falling 
prices, severe financial stringency, and in- 
evitably acute unemployment in agricul- 
ture and its dependent industries. A 
scarcely subordinate point of breakdown 
lay in the general failure of Ministers 
and deputies to appreciate the possibilities 
of transport reorganisation as a means— 
the only effective and available means—of 
giving the kind. of employment which 
would meet the present crisis. This: 
failure arose partly from want of Minis- 
terial imagination, but mainly from a 
widely reactionary attitude which asserted 
itself in opposition to transport reform. 
The view of the “‘ man-in-the-street’’ was 
that every ton of goods and every 
passenger transferred from rail to road 
menaced the future of our national trans- 
port system. The corollary was that ex- 
penditure upon road-making should be 
drastically curtailed. 


COLLAPSING HIGHWAYS. 

Coincident with this attitude of general 
hostility to road improvement certain 
tourist agencies and motoring organisa- 
tions, in their desire to attract visitors, 
told the world that ‘‘ Irish roads had so 
rapidly improved that they were equal to 
any in Europe outside England.” Any 
county surveyor could have told such well- 
meaning enthusiasts that the improve- 
ments effected were, in fact, limited to 
the reconstruction of a few miles of main 
roads in certain districts and the 
temporary surfacing of others. To-day the 
facts remain that we have only touched 
the fringe of the problem of highway re- 
construction, and that thousands of miles 
of important roads, which were fairly 
tolerable for ‘‘ joy-riding,’’ are to-day 
hopelessly collapsing under the demands of 
modern passenger and goods transport. 

To this must be added the urgent general 
need for main road widening and for the 
removal of thousands of ‘‘blind’’ corners 
and crossings.. In a word, every com- 
petent student, with even limited appre- 
hension of the inevitable demands of road 
transport, knows that many millions 
sterling must be spent without any avoid- 
able delay unless the Free State farmer is 
to be denied profitable access to his 
markets. 


MONEY IN HAND. 

To-day, however, signs are not wanting 
that the purely obstructionist- attitude of 
mind is disappearing. The rapid multi- 
plication and the increasing popularity 
of motor omnibuses has gone. far to allay 
the hostility of the agricultural com- 
munity, and to awaken our farming classes 
to the possibilities of all kinds of road 
transport. The organised opposition of 
railway interests to highway improvement, 
in face of the energy displayed by railway 
managers in developing their own new 
powers to operate omnibuses and lorries 
not. merely as ‘‘ feeders’’ to, but as sub- 
stitutes for, the railway vehicle, cannot be 
maintained. Finally, it has been borne 
in upon the public mind that not a single 
penny is demanded from the ratepayer for 
the cost of necessary road reconstruction— 
that the entire outlay is, and can be, met 
from the yield of duties paid by the motor 
vehicle owner. 

Challenged some days ago as to the 
possibility of expediting road work to 
relieve unemployment, the Minister for 
Local Government proclaimed that his 
Department had a special fund of 
£1,500,000 ready to spend as soon as local 
authorities were ready to disburse it. That 
amount is the balance of £2,000,000 raised 
almost two years ago upon the security of 
the Motor Taxation Fund. It represents 
only a part of the moneys actually avail- 
able, and withheld because Mr. Mulcahy’s 
Ministry and several local bodies have 
failed to reach effective agreements as to 
its disbursement. In the face of these 
admitted facts it is difficult to understand 
why deputies should have spent several 
days wrangling about a comparatively 
negligible sum of £150,000 (most of which 
could only be paid out for housing and 
water-supply schemes when several months 
had been devoted to the preparation of 
plans and other preliminaries) while 
£1,500,000 lay ready to hand for road 
work. 


CURE FOR UNEMPLOYMENT. 


Not only have we the fact that £10 is 
available for road-making as against every 
£1 for other purposes, but there is the 
further fact, of overwhelming importance, 
that a much greater proportion of the 
total to be expended would reach the un- 
skilled labourer in road-making than in 
any other type of public utility under- 
taking—not to mention the economic abyss 
of specially contrived relief works. The 
work of road-making—unlike housing or 
sewerage schemes—penetrates the whole 
country, thus providing employment with- 
out change of residence. 

So—to. parodise—“ we've got the men, 
we've got the roads, and got the money 
too.” What is lacking? Nothing, I sug- 
gest, but centralised driving-force and 


| determination, which are necessary to meet 


the passing and pressing need of the hour, 
and therewith to lay some of the founda- 
tions of abiding prosperity. So long as 
the initiative and the last word are left to 
the vagaries and the internal bickerings 
of local authorities paralysis will continue, 
roads. will be botched, labour will remain 
unemployed and parsimony will continue 
to be the bandmaid of waste. 

I venture to suggest to Mr. Vincent 
Rice and his colleagues on the Unemploy- 
ment Committee that the rapid organisa- 
tion of a well-staffed, central road-making 
authority should be their first business. 
We have at least half-a-dozen really com- 
petent road-makers among our county 

We have an emergency to 
handle. Why should we not call them 
to Government offices—and keep them 
there, as an emergency committee at all

From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


It appears to be expected that a 
political crisis will be precipitated by the 
motion which the Labour Party has tabled 
for discussion by Dail Eireann to-morrow, 
in which the House is asked to declare 
for the restoration of the 1s. to the old 
age pensioners: I do not think, how- 
ever, that the motion is likely to be 
debated at all, or that President Cosgrave, 
if he is the astute parliamentarian one 
takes him to be, will be hard put to it to 
obtain his proposed two months’ adjourn- 
ment this week. 


TOO MUCH BUSINESS. 

One thing certain is that, if time is 
to be allowed for the discussion of all 
the business already tabled by private 
deputies of one party or another, the 
adjournment cannot possibly take place 
this week. The debate on Mr. Lemass s 
tariff motion alone would probably occupy 
two or three days, to say nothing of the 
second reading of Mr. de Valera’s Local 
Government Bill or of the Labour Party’s 
old age pensions motion. 

A substantial amount of time has been 
allotted by the Ministry to private 
members’ business within the last few 
weeks, and the President would be’ 
justified in resisting a further encroach- 
ment during the two or three days that 
remain until the adjournment. It may 
be argued by the Opposition that the 
private business on the agenda is 
sufficiently important to warrant another 
two or three weeks’ session before adjourn- 
ment; but, taking the old age pensions 
motion out of the Order Paper for the 
moment, 1 am convinced that a majority 
of the House would welcome the imme- 
diate two months’ holiday which the 
President proposes to give it. 


ANTICIPATING THE BUDGET. 

The Labour Party's motion on the old 
age pensions is in these terms :— 

“That, in the opinion of the Dail, the law 
relating to old age pensions and blind persons 
pensions should be amended so as to restore 
the statutory rates of pensions and conditions 
governing payment of same to the level in 
operation before the passing of the Old Age 
Pensions Act, 1924, and that provision should 
be made in the next Budget to enable this to 
be done.”’ 

Assuming that this motion went before 


the House for discussion, and the Govern- 
ment resisted it merely for the one reason 
that the cost of the proposed restoration 
would be too great, there would be the 
strongest likelihood of a second Govern- 
ment defeat ; but the question being asked 
in political circles is whether the very 
terms of the motion do not make it im- 
possible for debate by the House, or, more 
correctly, by the Ministry. 

It would, it is stated, seem rather a 
startling departure from practice to dis- 
cuss something that had direct reference to 
a forthcoming Budget. It is suggested 
that on a similar motion in respect, for 
instance, of the beer and spirit duties, the 
Ministry would not commit itself before- 
hand to a statement of its intentions, and 
on this occasion I doubt if it could be 
reasonably asked to communicate possible 
Budget proposals in regard to the old age 
pensions, whether those proposals were for 
a reduction or increase in the present 
rates. 

Personally I believe that the amend- 
ment will not go to a debate, except in 
an amended’ form that will offer no 
trouble to the Ministry. ; 

CAPTAIN REDMOND’S MOTION. 

The Ministry’s attitude to the result of 
last week’s debate on Captaif, Redmond's 
motion will, I am told, be finally deter- 
mined to-day, and an announcement on 
the matter by the President may be ex- 
pected in the House to-morrow. 

THE NEW LOAN. 

Yesterday Mr. F. J. Lillis, a director 
of the Munster and Leinster Bank and a 
member of the Currency Commission, and 
Mr. J. X. Murphy, Governor of the Bank 
of Ireland, had a long consultation with 
the Minister of Finance. The forthcoming 
Loan is stated to have been the subject of 
their conference.

MARTIAL LAW IN 
COAL STRIKE. 
TROOPS USED IN U.S.: 
ó MINERS SHOT. 


From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


DENVER (COLORADO), Monday. 

Three miners were shot and killed at 
the Columbine Coal Mine here this morn- 
ing when they failed to heed the orders 
of the police to keep off the companys 
property. 

The men were engaged, with several 
hundred others, in a strike demonstration. 
These are the first fatalities which have 
occurred since a strike was declared about 
a month ago. About twenty other 
demonstrators were more or less seriously 
wounded. ' 

Warnings had been issued by the 
officials of the Mountain Fuel Company, 
who work the mine, that any attempt to 
invade the property would be met with 
gunfire, Among the injured was a woman 
dressed in man’s clothes. 

At ten o'clock the Governor declared 
martial law in the disaffected areas. 
Troops were already on their way to the 
Columbine Mine when the edict was pub- 
lished conferring upon the National Guard 
absolute authority in the strike district. 


TANKS SENT. 
From ‘‘Tue Trmes ” CorresronpeEnNr. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

Immediately after the occurrence, Mr. 
Adams, the State Governor, put all the 
northern coalfield under martial law. A 
troop of cavalry, five companies of in- 
fantry, and two tanks were sent there to 
maintain order. 

The Colorado strike was called, and is 
directed by the Industrial Workers of the 
World, many of whose members have 
served prison sentences in the Western 
States for criminal syndicalism. 

The I.W.W. is opposed to the principle 
of organising labour by drafts, and sup- 
ports the idea of one big union of workers, 
with the ultimate object of doing away 
with Capitalism. The present strike was 
called against the wishes of the regular 
unions, and they have taken no part in it. 


AN ILLEGAL STRIKE. 

The State Industrial Board declared 
it to be illegal, and the State police have 
been energetic in preventing picketing. 
Lately the I.W.W. summoned to Colorado 
all the unemployed men in its organisa- 
tion, with the intention of preventing the 
production of coal there until the miners 
had secured an increase in wages. 

Most of the mines in the northern area 
were shut down, but the Columbine Mine 
of the Rocky Mountain Fuel and Iron 
Company were kept going. 

Yesterday there was a demonstration of 
strikers at the Columbine Mine. The 
police threatened to shoot. but did not. 
This morning, at 5.30, a mob, including 
many women, some of them dressed as 
men, appeared at the gates. They 
attacked the police with clubs, stones and 
knives, and were resisted at first with 
clubbed rifles. 

THE WHITE FLAG. 

Later the police fired two volleys over 
their heads, and when this failed to halt 
them, shot directly into the crowd. The 
mob fled, but returned under a white flag 
to pick up their dead and wounded. 
Several policemen were taken to hospital 
with broken shoulders. Six out of the 
nineteen wounded strikers are expected to 


die. 


BELGIAN CABINET 
RESIGNS.

CAUSE OF THE CRISIS.

BRUSSELS, Monday. 

The Cabinet resigned to-day after the 
Comte de Broqueville, Minister of Defence, 
had made a statement on the subject of the 
reorganisation of the Army, especially as 
regards the cadres, the system of fortifica- 
tions, and the reduction in the period of mili- 
tary service. 

He said that he could not at the present 
time introduce a bill for a reduction in the 
period of military service which would meet 
with the approval of all the members of the 
Cabinet. He proposed, therefore, tq, subm:t 
the military question as a whole to a mixed 
Commission--similar to that of 1920—to le 
composed of members of Parliament and 
higher officers of the Army Headquarters 
Staff. 

The Cabinet could not agree on this proposal, 
and it was decided that the resignation of tle 
whole Cabinet should be handed to the King. 

It is generally believed that, in the very 
likely event of the King again calling on M. 
Jaspar to form a Government, the present 
Government would be reconstituted with the 
existing Catholic and Liberal Ministers, and 
the addition of two Liberals and two members 
of the Christian Democratic Group. If this 
is so, the new Ministry could be formed this 
‘week.

INDIGNATION IN SERBIA.

A NON-AGGRESSIVE POLICY. 

“The policy if the Great Southern Rail. 
way Company is a non-aggressive one, 
said Mr. Keogh, “and we favour co-opera- 
tion with other omnibus undertakings 
rather than a competition with them, 
which cannot but be detrimental to all 
interests if persisted in.” The. public 
must be served, but there was no room 
for waste in this country, and the duplica- 
tion of services would reduce rather than 
increase facilities. 

Meantime all the disadvantages As 
regards wear and tear on the roads, com- 
plicating the traffic regulation problem 
and the ‘risk of speeding for competitive 
purposes, would continue as an unavoid- 
arle accompaniment to the policy of com- 
petition. Naturally, when omnibus owners 
come along with services paralleling our 
existing railway, the Great Southern Rail- 
way Company could hardly be expected 
to sfand aside and see its traffic diverted ; 
but the true solution would be a system 
of: conference and co-operation as between 
the various interests involved, and there 
was no reason to think, if the subject was 
approached on business-like lines and in 
a reasonable spirit of compromise, that 
any difficulty encountered could not but 
be settled on satisfactory lines. 


RAILWAY DETERMINED TO PROTECT 
ITS INTERESTS. 

The important point, so far as the Great 
Southern Railway Company was con- 
cerned, was that, whilst determined to 
protect its interests, the company had no 
desire to obstruct either transport under- 
takings or to acquire more than a legiti- 
mate share of public support. 

Of the forty odd services referred to by 
Mr. Keogh, over thirty have been in 
operation for some time past. These are 
only the beginning—they have been by 
way of a trial, and so far they do not 
afford any trustworthy guide as to the pos- 
sibilities of road motor schemes.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

A motor boat employing a principle of 
nero-dynamics carried twenty-four persons 
over a five-mile course on Long Island Sound 
yesterday -at a rate of over 60 knots. Other 
motor boats have gone faster, but none prob- 
ably has ever approached this speed with so 
great a load—namely,-4,000Ib. The boat, 
which is called Fan Tail, was designed by 
Mr. Johannes Plumm, formerly’ Naval 
Attaché at the Danish Embassy in Washing- 
ton. The secret of its speed is an aluminium 
horizontal stream-lined adjustable plane, at- 
tached to the stern several.inches below the 
waterline. When the boat, which is driven 
by a 500 horse-power wright marine engine, 
attains a speed of 50 knots the plane causes 
it to rise. and skim along the top of the 
water as though skating cn ice. 

The Fan Tail was driven yesterday on a 
number of speed trials by Mrs. William B. 
Leeds, formerly Princess Xema of Cireece. 
Though Mr. Plumm expects that boats built 
according to his design will be sought for 
principally hy business men for daily trips 
between their country homes and their cfhces 
in New York, he is convinced that the prin 
ciple is applicable to much larger vessels. 
The United States and British Navies are 
said to be interested in the invention. 

Mr. Plumm suggested yesterday that the 
boat could be dropped from a cruiser in war 
and be sent toward the enemy near enough 
to discharge torpedoes, and by means of its 
speed return without being nt. He has been 
assisted in his work for several years by the 
Bureau of Standards in Washington.

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IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES. 
From Revuter’s CorkesPpONDEN’. 
JERUSALEM, Monday. 

The American Seheol of Archeology has 
now completed the preliminary soundings at 
Beitin, north of Jerusalem. The director, Dr. 
W. F. Albright, in an interview, said that 
the primary motive for the imtial work was 
to determine the correctness of the traditional 
identification of the spot with Bethel, the 
place of Jacob’s dream and Jeroboam's golden 
calf, and religious centres in Bible history. 
The work has been unexpectededly success- 
ful. Both early Iron Age and Bronze Age 
remains have come to light, ‘belonging 
respectively to the Israelite and pre-lsraelite 
occupation of Bethel. A matter <f eonsider 
able importance is that two or three acres on 
the summit of the ancient Tell (hill) are 
unoccupied by houses, so it is hoped that 
more elaborate work can be undertaken later, 
now that the identification with Bethel is 
confirmed and the depth and importance ot 
the ancient remains has been established.

A dramatic story of their deaths was told 
at the inquest last night by Mr. Francis 
Waldron Giveen, of Campden House road, 
Kensington, London.

Some food was left with them, and 
the witness and his friend managed to get 
to a climbers’ cottage, and obtained assist- 
ance to search for the two men, who by that 
time were dead. They had moved apparently 
fifty yards from where they had been left.
